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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been considered but 
deemed not persuasive. The Applicant argues that the 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection of claim 52 should be withdraw because it satisfies the 
"transforms an item" branch of the test enunciated in In re Bilski, 88 USPQ2d 1385 (CAFC) (2008). The Examiner respectfull disagrees. 
The transforms an item test under 35 U.S.C. §101 is a test of whether a method transforms a particular article to a different state or thing. 
Claim 52 fails this test. Although it is true that the claim takes a plurality of messages and consolidates those messages into a single 
package, the end result of the single package is not a different state or thing, it is still just those plurality of messages. Furthremore, claim 
52 gives the customer an option to allow or disallow the consolidation. Therefore if the customer does not allow the consolidation then even 
the Applicant's assertion of transformation fails. 

The Applicant also provided arguments for other pending claims, however those arguments are substantially similar to the arguments 
presented and responded to in the previous office action. 
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
